During  tho  year  there  wore  5 deaths  from  Tuberculosis , 
which  is  similar  to  1988*  Of  tho  5 deaths,  3 were  due  to 
Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  and  2 from  non-re spir- 
atory  Tuberculosis,  There  were  notified  during  the  year  14 
new  case 3 a3  against  17  cases  for  1938,  Ten  of  tho  new  cases  wore 
Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system,  the  remaining  4 being 
non-re spi rat ory.  Details  of  now  cases  for  tho  year  are  as

Council,  The  importance  and  value  of  tho  services  provided 
cannot  bo  too  strong ly  stressed,  and  proves  of  considerable  help 
to  Medical  Practitioners  generally,  and  particularly  with 
respect  to  infectious  diseases. 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 


The  Ambulance  service  provided  by  tho  Darton  Council  has 
again  proved  Its  worth  throughout  the  year,  in  the  removal  to 
hospital  of  general  accident  and  sickness  cases.  Patients  have 
been  conveyed  tc  and  from  Barnsley,  Sheffield  and  Leeds,  as 
occasion  demanded. 


The  Public  generally,  greatly  appreciate  tho  service  provided. 

During  the  year  1,382  cases  ha vo  been  conveyed  to  or  from  the 
various  hospitals,  and  the  ambulance  has  covered  a distance  of 
16,949  miles  on  this  work*

The  Beckett1 s Hospital,  Barnsley  and  the  Leeds  Infirmary  suppl 
the  needs  of  the  area  in  this  respect,-  On  occasion,  cases  aro 
also  sent  to  the  Sheffield  Royal  Hospital  and  Sheffield  Inf riruary s 
Some  Cases  have  also  boon  treated  at  Jc  ssop ; s Hospital,  Sheffield.

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES, 

There  are  no  unqualified  midwives  practising  in  the  area,  and 
the  cases  generally  are  covered  by  the  six  qualified  midwives'  whose 
services  meet  the  requirements  of  the  district.

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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  OF  CHILDREN* 

Nursing  Homos  are  in  existence  at  Hornsea  and  Scarborough 
for  mothers  whose  maternity  has  left  them  in  ill-health* 

Patients  who  have  attended,  have  greatly  benefited  from  the  rest 
and  treatment  provided  at  these  homos.  It  would  bo  of 
considerable  advantage  if  these  services  could  bo  extended,  so 
as  to  provide  additional  facilities . 

HEALTH  VISITORS  AND  INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

These  services  arc  under  the  control  of  the  West  Biding 
County  Council,  and  the  resident  Health  Visitors  are  Nurse 
Mindhara  and  Nurse  Thorpe 0 The  work  performed  by  the  Health 
Visitors  is  of  groat  benefit  to  the  community  and  both  are 
zealous  and  efficient „ 

The  supervision  of  School  Clinics,  visits  to  mothers  and 
babios,  and  also  work  at  the  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Centres,  are 
some  of  the  duties  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors.

Gases  under  this  heading  are  sent  to  Leeds  Infirmary.  The

WATER  SUPPLY, 


The  bulk  of  the  water  supply  for  the  Area  is  drawn  from  - . 
four  deep  boreholes  owned  by  the  Penis  tone  Urban  District 
Council®  This  supply-  is  distributed  throughout  the  Area  by 
means  of  our  own  mains „ The  water  is  of  good  quality  as 
shewn  by  comical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination. 

During  the  early  summer  the  supply  began  to  diminish  and  for 
some  considerable  time  there  was  an  acute  water  shortage.  Owing 
to  our  district  development,  it  Is  highly  essential  that  some  - .... 
considerable  improvement  be  made  in  the  amount  of  water  supplied. 
There  has  been  some  xtension  An  our  own  mains  during  the  year  to 
serve  new  property  . The  Gavbor  District  is  supplied  with  wa ter 
from  Reservoirs  at  Ingbirehworth  and  Midhope  and  owned  by  the 
Barnsley  Corporation.  At  tho  close  of  the  year  there  wore 
3,789  houses  receiving  water  'from  the  Dart  on  mains, 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSALS. 


The  disposal  works  at  Low  Darugh.  are  working  In  a satis- 
factory manner,  and  there  has  been  no  complaints  from  the  River 
Board  on  the  purity  of  tho  effluent  discharged. 

There  were  no  extensions  to  sowers  in  1939. 

It  Is  estimated  that  105  houses  in  the  whole  area  are  not 
connected-  to  the  general  sewerage  system,  the  bulk  of  these  being 
in  tho  added  Area0 

RIVERS 

There  has  been  no  complains  from  the  Rivers  Board  during 
1939  of  poolution  of  rivers  and  streams  by  tho  access  of  sowago . 
Where  drains  are  found  not  connected  to  the  general  sewerage  system 
action  Is  immediately  commenced  to  remedy  this  if  possible. 
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CLOSET  a G C OI.iI'.I PDA TI ON , 

The  e stir, 1a ted  number  of  water  closets  at  the  year  end  for 
the  whole  of  the  district  was  2698,  being  115  greater  than  the 
figure  in  1938.  During  the  year  S3  new  water  closets  were 
constructed  in  connection  with  new  buildings,  3 additional  water 
closets  were  constructed  in  connection  with  shortage  at  existing 
buildings.  During  the  year  52  privies  were  converted  into  water 
close  ts . 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  SANITARY  INSPECTION  OP  THE  AREA. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT.  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 

These  items  are  dealt  with  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

MILK  SUPPLIES:  DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS.  , 

The  veterinary  inspection  of  dairy  cattle  ha,s  passed  from  the 
County  Veterinary  Department  to  the  Department  of  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

We  have  no  record  of  the  number  of  veterinary  inspections 
made  nor  the  results  of  any  such  inspections.

HOUSING. 

The  housing  conditions  show  little  change  from  those 
reported  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1938.  .Twenty- eight  new 
houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise.  No  now  houses  were 
completed  by  the  Local  Authority  although  the.  Redbrook  No. 2 
Scheme  comprising  38  houses  was  commenced.  The  Clearance 
Areas  Nos.  21,22,23,24,25  & 26  at  Mapplewell  and  Staincross  were 
reported  upon  but  the  inquiry  was  not  held  owing  to  t,he  outbreak 
of  the  war.  It  Is  now  known  that  no  further  house  building  by 
the  local  Authority  will  be  allowed  during  the  period  of  the  War. 

FOOD  ADULTERATION. 

CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD.

Tills  sorvice  which"  consists  of  the  taking  of  samples  of 
food  for  chemical  anaylysis,  continues  as  in  the  past  to  be 
administered  by  the  County  Council. 

NUTRITION. 

There  are  still  a few  cases  of  under  nutrition  within  the 
'area,  due  to  the  non-observance  of  the  simple  and  practical 
methods  of  feeding.  The  feeding  by  "fancy"  foods, and  sweetmeats 
as  against  a plain  and  wholesome  diet  is  the  chief  cause. 
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PRE VALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER 

DISEASES. 


Infectious  diseases  as  a whole  shewed  an  increase  of  34 
over  the  cases  for  1938. 

Diphtheria  increased  by  22  cases.  Pneumonia  cases  were 
increased  by  22,  Erysipelas  with  7 cases  shewed  no  change,  and 
Scarlet  Fever  decreased  by  15  cases  under  the  numbers  notified 
for  the  year  1938. 

Generally  speaking,  the  figures  call  for  little  comment .

During  the  year  32  promises  were  cleansed  from  Vermin.  Die 
mthods  of  cleansing  adopted  is  by  spraying  the  house  and  the 
effects  with  a fluid  known  as  "Zaldecide 11  and  manufactured  by 
Messrs.  Newton  Chambers  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  Generally  speaking,  the 
results  obtained  by  this  method  are  ‘satisfactory.  The  fluid 
is  simple  and  safe  to  use,  and*  in  a district  such  as  this,  gives 
perhaps  the  best  results.  It  is  customary  to  disinfect* all 
houses  being  vacated  by  tenants* receiving  new  Council  Houses, 
either  as  Clearance  Area  re-housing,  Overcrowding .re -housing,  or 
normal  changes  of  tenancy,  providing  of  course,  that  Vermin  is 
observed  on  the  existing  premises,  The  disinfestation  service

House  and  Trade  Refuse  Collection., 

The  collection  of  refuse  service  has  been  well  maintained 
throughout-  the  whole  of  the  year.  Very  few  complaints  have 
been  received,  and  these  have  been  for  the  most  part. after 
holiday  periods.  The  tendency  is  to  increase  the  amount  of 
refuse  per  house,  rather  than  reduce  it,  and  we  seem  to  be 
always  working  at  full  capacity.
